The discovery of Insulin at the University of Toronto has been followed by 
improvements and modifications in the preparation of Insulin Crystals and 
Protamine Zinc Insulin in which research conducted at the Connaught Medical 
Research Laboratories has been a major factor. 


Liver Extract Injectable has been purified so that a small dose (1 cc.) every 
two weeks is usually adequate treatment. Sensitivity reactions are remarkably few. 


Heparin, originally prepared from dog liver at Johns Hopkins University, 
is now produced in many laboratories from beef liver or beef lung by methods 
developed at the University of Toronto. 


Research at the Connaught Medical Research Laboratories has also been 
concerned with various glandular extracts having special but very limited use 
in Canada. Thus production of Adrenal Cortical Extract, Corticotrophin (ACTH) 
and Growth Hormone has been undertaken from time to time for use in physio- 
logical and clinical studies.
